To:  The  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the 
Rural  District  of  Stratton. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  19 60. 

There  were  fewer  deaths  than  in  the  previous  year.  Heart 
disease,  in  all  its  forms,  was  once  more  the  most  common  cause  of  death, 
followed  hy  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  cancer,  in  that 
order.  The  number  of  births  was  also  decreased,  but  the  favourable 
balance  of  births  over  deaths  continued.  There  were  no  infant  deaths, 
but  one  stillbirth  \7as  recorded. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  low, 
numbering  fifteen  cases  in  all.  Two  of  these  were  new  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  demonstrate  that  the  great  and  welcome  decrease  of  this 
disease  in  recent  years  has  not  yet  done  away  with  the  need  to  persevere 
with  all  efforts  at  prevention. 

In  the  environmental  field,  extension  of  main  water  supplies 
continued,  the  North  Devon  V/ater  Board  having  in  hand,  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  schemes  for  providing  main  water  for  the  parishes  of  Jacob  stow  and 
North  Tamerton.  In  housing,  approval  was  received  for  a  further  programme 
for  dealing  with  unfit  houses,  while  modernisation  of  suitable  properties, 
by  the  use  of  discretionary  and  standard  grants,  added  to  the  number  of 
houses  possessing  modem  amenities.  In  connection  with  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal,  the  most  important  development  was  the  Council*  s  instruction  to  its 
Consulting  Engineers  to  report  on  a  scheme  for  the  Widemouth  Bay  area  and 
Mar  hamchurch  • 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Yeo,  the  Council*  s 
Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  valuable  co-operation  in  all 
aspects  of  our  work  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  The  continued 
help  of  the  Clerk  and  the  Council* s  other  officers  has  been  greatly 
appreciated. 

The  Council* s  continued  encouragement  and  support  are  most 
gratefully  acknowledged.

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Natural  and  Social  Conditions 

Area  (in  acres)  56, 285 •  The  Rural  District  of  Stratton  is  mainly 
agricultural  in  character  and  the  tourist  industry  in  the  coastal  area 
forms  an  important  part  of  the  community  life* 

Population.  The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  for  the 
mid-year  to  he  5>370.  The  "natural  increase"  in  the  population  is  the 
excess  of  births  over  deaths*  In  19  60  there  were  57  deaths  and  71  births, 
14  more  births  than  deaths 

Deaths  *  The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year 
was  57*  The  crude  death  rate  based  on  the  mid-year  population  was  10. 6l. 
The  following  table  for  the  past  five  years  has  been  compiled  for  purposes

In  order  to  compare  the  mortality  in  the  District  with  the  mortality 
for  England  and  Wales,  it  is  necessary  to  make  a  correction  to  allow  for  the 
difference  in  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  t?/o  populations.  This  is  done 
by  applying  to  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  District  an  "Area  Comparability 
Factor"  which  has  been  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as  1.08  for  this 
District. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate,  therefore,  is  11.45  which  may  be 
compared  with  that  of  11.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

Births.  The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  this  District  was  71  compared 
with  81  in  1959*  The  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  is  13*22. 

When  the  Registrar  General's  Area  Comparability  Factor  for  births  (I.30)  is 
applied  to  this  figure,  the  Standardised  Birth  Rate  is  17*18  for  this  District, 
compared  with  17.1  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths .  There  was  one  stillbirth  during  I960. 

Illegitimate  Births.  There  were  2  illegitimate  births  in  the  District  during 
the  year,  the  same  number  as  in  1959* 

Maternal  Mortality.  No  maternal  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality.  There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life. 

NOTE:  Vital  Statistics*  It  is  important  that  too  much  weight  should  not  be 
attached  to  small  variations  in  these  rates  from  one  year  to  the  other, 
particularly  where  relatively  small  populations  are  involved  -  attention 
should  rather  be  paid  to  the  trend  of  these  rates  over  a  period  of  years.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


.  General  medical  services  under  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  are  provided  by  medical  practitioners  resident  in  the 
district  and  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  whom  undertake  maternity 
medical  services. 

County  Council  Services 

I  Health  Department.  The  County  Council  is  the  local  health 
authority  for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 

Service  Act,  194&,  and  provides  the  following  services  in  the 
district  : 

Midvo-fery  and  Home  Nursing  :  Nurse-midwives  are  provided 
to  attend  general  nursing  and  midwifery  cases  in  the  home . 

(k)  Hgalth  Visiting  :  The  nurse-midwives  act  also  as  Health 

Visitors  and,  with  special  training  in  the  case  of  the  mother 
and  young  child,  are  available  to  give  advice  on  health 
matters  in  the  home  or  at  the  clinic.  They  act  also  as 
school  nurses. 

Infant  Welfa re  Centre  :  A  fortnightly  Infant  Welfare  Clinic 
is  held  at  the  Castle,  Bude. 

(d)  Dental  Clinic  :  Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  held  fortnightly  at  the  Castle,  Bude. 

Vggpination  and  Immunisation  :  Facilities  for  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria ,  who  oping 
cough  and  tetanus  are  provided  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic 
or  by  the  supply  of  materials  to  the  family  doctor.  Sessions 
are  held  regularly  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination. 

Jjproe  Help  Service  :  Home  helps  are  employed  to  provide 
domestic  help  for  households  in  certain  circumstances,  a  charge 
being  made  for  this  service  according  to  the  means  of  the 
person  concerned. 

^bulance  Service  :  A  service  of  ambulances  for  the  conveyance 
of  sick,  accident  and  emergency  cases  is  provided.  For  sitting 
cases,  utilecon  sitting  case  vehicles  are  used.  When  appropriate 
some  such  cases  are  carried  by  the  Hospital  Gar  Service,  a 
voluntary  organise.tion.  Day-to-day  administration  of  the 
service  is  carried  on  from  the  Ambulance  Control,  Bodmin. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-care  :  A  full-time  tubercu¬ 
losis  health  visitor  is  provided  for  the  care  and  after-care  of 
tuberculous  persons.  District  nurses  are  available  to  assist  in 
the  home  treatment  of  such  persons  when  required  by  the  Chest 
Physician  or  family  doctor. 
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Certain  special  investigations  are  carried  out  in  other  types 
of  illness  "by  district  health  visitors,  while  health  education 
is  carried  out  by  the  County’ s  Medical  and  Nursing  staff* 

(j)  Mental  Health  :  The  County  Council  has  certain  responsibilities 
in  connection  with  the  ascertainment  of  mental  ill-health  and 
mental  deficiency,  with  the  provision  of  statutory  supervision, 
etc.  for  mental  defectives  living  in  the  community,  and  with 
the  provision  of  after-care  following  treatment  for  mental 
illness.  The  Mental  Welfare  Officer  for  the  district  works 
from  the  Health  Area  Office,  Launceston. 

II  Education  Department  :  As  Local  Education  Authority,  the  County 

Council  is  responsible  for  the  School  Health  Service,  which  provides 
the  following  :- 

Periodic  Medical  Inspection  of  pupils 

Cleanliness  Surveys  of  pupils 

Dental  Inspection  and  treatment  of  pupils 

Ascertainment  of  handicapped  pupils  in  need  of  special  education 
Treatment  clinic  at  the  Castle,  Bude: 

Dental  clinic  -  fortnightly  on  Thursday 

Child  Guidance,  by  arrangement  at  Plymouth  Child  Guidance  Clinic 

III  Welfare  Department  :  This  service  is  concerned  with  the  welfare  of 
the  aged  and  with  that  of  various  categories  of  handicapped  persons. 
It  is  concerned  also  with  the  provision  of  temporary  accommodation  in 
certain  circumstances  for  persons  in  urgent  need  thereof.  The 
Welfare  Officer  for  the  district  works  from  the  Health  Area  Office, 
Launceston. 

Hospital  Service 

The  South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  the  hospital  authority  for 
the  Area.  Stratton  Cottage  Hospital  provides  in-patient  and  out-patient 
facilities  in  the  district.  Patients  are  referred  also  to  hospitals  in 
Plymouth  and  elsewhere.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the  Scott 
Isolation  Hospital,  Plymouth,  and  tuberculosis  patients  to  Didvorthy  or  Tehidy 
Sanatoria.  Mental  hospital  accommodation  is  provided  by  St.  Lawrence's 
Hospital  and  Lanin  val  House,  Bodmin,  and  Moor  fields  Hospital,  Ivybridge,Devon. 

An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Castle,  Bude  and  a  Physiotherapy 
Clinic  at  Dawfield  Hospital,  Holsworthy.  The  Chest  Clinic  is  held  at 
Launceston  Hospital.  An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  for  school  and  pre-school  children 
is  held  periodically  at  the  Castle,  Bude.  A  Specialist  Ante-Natal  clinic 
is  held  at  the  Launceston  Health  Clinic  each  week. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Exeter,  to  which 
specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


WATER 

The  Stratton  Rural  District  is  comprised  of  10  Parishes,  8  of 
which  are  within  the  statutory  water  area  of  the  North  Devon  Water  Board, 
of  which  the  Council  is  a  constituent  member,  and  the  remaining  two  parishes 
are  within  the  statutory  water  area  of  the  Bude-Stratton  Urban  District 
Council. 

North  Devon  Water  Board. 

The  water  supply  position  in  each  of  the  parishes  falling  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Board  is  as  follows  :  - 


J  acobstow 

The  North  Devon  Water  Board  is  at  present  engaged  on  the 
provision  of  a  main  water  supply  scheme  for  the  more 
populated  portion  of  this  parish  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
£10,700.  An  existing  borehole  will  serve  as  a  temporary 

source  of  supply  pending  the  extension  of  the  Board* s 
trunk  mains  to  this  parish. 

Kilkhampton 

The  village  of  Kilkhampton  only  is  provided  with  a  main  water 
supply  scheme  derived  from  four  boreholes. 

14-9  dwellings  are  supplied  with  water  and  8  houses  continue 
to  draw  their  supplies  from  standpipes. 

Launcells • 

The  hamlet  of  Grimscott  is  provided  with  a  main  water  supply 
derived  from  a  borehole,  which  supplies  2 6  dwellings. 

Morwenstow 

The  villages  of  Shop  and  Woodford  are  served  by  a  main  water 
supply  scheme  derived  from  two  boreholes.  58  dwellings  are 
connected  to  this  supply. 

N.Tamerton 

The  North  Devon  Water  Board  is  at  present  engaged  on  a  scheme 
for  supplying  the  more  populated  parts  of  this  parish  with 
water  from  their  mains  supply. 

The  scheme  involves  the  laying  of  approximately  4  miles  of 

4”  end  3"  diameter  water  main  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £16,000. 

St.  Gennys 

The  Brockhill  Road  and  the  greater  part  of  the  Cracking ton 

Haven  area  is  supplied  by  main  water  derived  from  two  boreholes. 
71  dwellings  are  connected  to  this  supply. 

A  piped  water  supply  scheme  has  been  provided  in  the  hamlet  of 
Rosecare  by  a  private  ovmer,  and  during  the  year  the  two 

Council  houses  in  this  hamlet  have  been  connected  to  this 
supply  by  permission  of  the  owner • 

a;r. 
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V/eek  St  ■Mary  The  Village  of  Week  St.  Mary  is  provided  with  main 

water  derived  from  a  borehole.  78  dwellings  are 
connected  to  this  supply. 

Yi/hitstone  The  more  populated  parts  of  this  parish  are  served 

by  the  Board's  mains  having  a  total  length  of  about 
miles. 

71  houses  are  connected  to  the  mains. 

Statutory  Water  Area  of  the 
Bude-Stratton  Urban  District  Council 


Marhamchurch  The  village  of  Marhamchurch  and  a  few  out-lying  farms 

are  supplied  from  the  Bude-Stratton  Urban  District 
Council's  main  supply.  139  dwellings  are  connected 
to  the  supply. 

A  further  6  fams  on  the  outskirts  of  the  parish  are 
supplied  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board. 

Pounds  took  The  coastal  resort  of  Widemouth  in  this  parish  is  provided 

with  a  main  water  supply  by  a  private  Water  Company  who 
purchase  their  water  in  bulk  from  the  Bude-Stratton  Urban 
District  Council.  This  supply  is  augmented  during  the 
summer  months  by  a  borehole  owned  by  the  Company. 

121  houses  are  connected  to  the  supply. 

Stratton  Rural  District  Council. 


The  only  water  supply  maintained  by  this  Council  is  at 
Bangor s,  Poundstock.  The  water  is  derived  from  a  borehole  and  supplies 

some  32  properties. 

This  supply  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  remainder  of  the  District  is  dependent  on  wells,  private 
boreholes  and  springs. 

Generally 


Samples  from  the  public  supplies  are  submitted  periodically 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  and  the 
Bude-Stratton  Urban  District  Council  and  these  are  in  general  satisfactory. 

The  public  supplies  held  out  reasonably  well  during  the  past 
year,  but  it  was  necessary  for  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  to  augment  the 
borehole  supplies  in  Morwcnstow  by  carting  during  the  summer  months. 
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With  the  increasing  demand  for  water  and  the  difficulties 
which  are  inevitable  in  the  maintenance  of  numerous  small  schemes  of 
supply,  there  is  a  very  real  need  for  the  comprehensive  water  supply 
scheme  to  serve  the  whole  of  the  District,  on  which  a  satisfactory 
beginning  has  already  been  made. 


DRAINED  AMD  SEWERAGE 


A  summary  of  the  existing  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
arrangements  in  the  Council*  s  area  is  as  follows  : - 

Morwenstow.  Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  are  provided  in  the 
villages  of  Shop  and  Woodford,  and  the  hamlets  of  Woolley, Gooseham  and 
Cross  town.  In  the  case  of  Shop  and  Woodford,  only  partial  treatment 
is  provided  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  • 

Kilkhampton.  A  satisfactory  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  system  is 
provided  in  this  village. 

Pounds tock.  At  present  three  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes 
serve  the  Widemouth  Bay  coastal  resort  area,  two  of  which  are  owned  by 
the  Council  and  the  third  by  the  Widemouth  Bay  Estate  Development  Company. 

The  present  sewage  disposal  arrangements  fall  short  of 
modem  requirements  and  for  this  reason  the  Council  have  now  instructed 
their  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  a  report  on  the  possibility  of  a 
comprehensive  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  to  serve  the  whole  of 
that  area,  and  to  make  provision  for  future  development. 

Satisfactory  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  are 
provided  in  the  hamlets  of  Bangors  and  Treskinnick  Cross  in  this  parish. 

Mar haiachuroh .  This  village  is  sewered,  with  the  exception  of  one  road 
on  the  outskirts,  to  two  sewage  disposal  works. 

Only  partial  treatment  is  provided  at  the  sewage  works 
serving  the  northern  side  of  the  village,  and  for  this  reason  the  Council 
have  instructed  their  Engineers  to  report  on  the  possibility  of  a  combined 
disposal  works  to  serve  both  the  Widemouth  area  and  Marhamchurch. 

Whit stone.  The  village  of  Boot,  including  the  Council  Housing  Estate, 
is  provided  with  a  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  system. 

Y/eek  St.  Mary.  A  satisfactory  modem  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  system 
has  been  provided  in  this  village. 

North  Tamer  ton .  Two  small  satisfactory  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
schemes  are  provided  in  this  parish. 
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Brockhill  Road,  St .Gennys.  A  satisfactory  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
scheme  is  provided  in  this  portion  of  the  parish, 

Grimscott,  Launcells.  This  hamlet  is  satisfactorily  sewered  to  a 
modem  type  sev/age  disposal  works •

Bay,  Kilkhampton,  Crackington  Haven,  Marhamchurch  and  Week  St.  Mary. 

SHOPS 


The  small  village  shops  in  this  District  are  in  general 
reasonably  satisfactory,  but  in  a  few  cases  there  is  still  room  for 
improvement  in  the  sanitary  facilities. 

CAMPING  SITES 


In  consequence  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  i960,  the  Council  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Planning  Authority 
are  at  present  engaged  on  a  careful  review  of  the  whole  position  in  regard 
to  the  existing  caravan  sites  in  this  area* 

The  Council  have  adopted  the  Model  Standards  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  ensure  that 
all  sites  will  comply  with  these  requirements  within  a  reasonable  period*

Slum  Clearance. 


The  Council1  s  original  Slum  Clearance  programme  as  approved  by  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  22nd  June  1956  provided  for  the 
closure  or  demolition  of  40  unfit  houses  by  i960.  This  programme  was 
exceeded  and  in  fact  47  houses  were  thus  dealt  with.  It  was  possible, 
therefore,  for  the  Council  to  submit  further  Slum  Clearance  proposals  which 
provided  for  the  demolition  or  closure  of  a  further  20  houses  by  1965* 

This  programme  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
in  May  i960,  and  since  that  date  three  more  unfit  houses  have  been  dealt  with. 

Housing  Acts.  1949  ~  1959 « 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  the  Council  have  approved 
applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  in  respect  of  62  dwellings,  and  of 
these  work  on  35  dwellings  has  been  completed. 

Further  applications  for  Standard  Grants  under  the  House  Purchase  and 
Housing  Act,  1955  in  respect  of  40  dwellings  have  been  approved  by  the  Council, 
of  which  the  work  on  18  has  been  completed*

after  consultation  with  such  organisations  as 
appeared  to  them  to  represent  the  interests  concerned 
and  thereafter  submitted  a  report  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  on 

(a)  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of 
their  district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities  having 
regard  to  the  needs  both  of  persons  requiring  the 
use  of  such  facilities  and  of  other  persons;  and 

(b)  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  which  are,  or  are 
likely  to  become,  available  to  meet  those  require¬ 
ments. 

The  Council  recommended  that  the  Minister  should  appoint 
the  1st  January,  1962  as  the  date  for  the  Construction 
Regulations  to  apply  in  the  Stratton  Rural  District. 

As  the  owners  of  the  only  two  slaughterhouses  do  not 
find  it  possible  to  comply  with  these  Regulations,  it 
is  likely  that  after  the  appointed  day  no  slaughter¬ 
houses  will  operate  in  the  Council's  area. 

Adequate  facilities  are  being  provided  in  the  Bude- 
Stratton  Urban  District.

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PREVALENCE  OP,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INPECTIOUS  AND  OTHER 
 DISEASES. 


The  infectious  diseases  which  are  statutorily  notifiable  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  following  smallpox,  cholera, 
diphtheria,  membranous  croup,  erysipelas,  scarlet  fever, typhus  fever, 
typhoid  fever,  paratyphoid  fever,  relapsing  fever,  plague,  poliomyelitis, 
tuberculosis,  malaria,  dysentery,  puerperal  pyrexia,  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  acute  primary  pneumonia,  acute  influenzal  pneumonia,  whooping 
cough,  measles,  acute  encephalitis,  meningococcal  infection,  anthrax  and 
food  poisoning. 

The  monthly  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  shown  in  Table  III. 

Diphtheria.  No  cases  were  notified  during  I960.  43  children  received  a 

complete  course  of  immunisation  against  the  disease,  the  triple  antigen 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  being  used  in  almost  all 
instances. 


Measles.  Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough.  Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  These 
children  had  not  been  immunised  against  the  disease. 

Poliomyelitis .  No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Early  in  the 
year,  the  Minister  of  Health  extended  the  age  range  of  those  eligible  for 
vaccination  under  the  County  Council’s  scheme  to  include  persons  up  to 
40  years  of  age,  and  also  increased  the  number  of  priority  groups. 

Vaccination  continued  during  the  year,  140  persons  receiving  a 
course  of  two  injections.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  scheme  in  1956,  a 
total  of  1234  persons  in  the  district  had  received  two  injections,  and 
II3I  of  these  had  also  had  their  third  injection. 


Smallpox.  No  cases  were  reported  during  the  year, during  which  21 
primary  vaccinations  were  carried  out. 


Pood  poisoning.  No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.

The  scheme  for  Vaccination  of  susceptible  school  leavers  was 

continued  by  the  County  Council  during  the  year,  again  with  a  good 
response. 

Mass  Radiography  Unit,  The  Plynouth  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Bude 
from  26th  October,  19^0  until  4'th  November,  i960  for  a  general  survey 
open  to  the  public.  The  use  of  mass  radiography  is  a  valuable  means 
of  the  detection  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  other  chest  conditions, 
in  an  early  stage.
